Harbes Vineyard

Harbes Family Vineyard (HFV) in Matti- 
tuck has agreed to pay a $10,000 fine for not 
complying with its license from the New York 
State Liquor Authority, which is continuing 
its investigation. —_— 

An SLA probe found Harbes Vineyards’ 
wines are produced by Pindar Vineyards de- 
spite its license indicating that it “harvested 
grapes and juice ... processed in its own pro- 
duction building on premises,” ‘according to 
the agency. 

“HFV did not intentionally violate the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Law,” Edward 
Harbes wrote in an affidavit filed with the 
SLA. “HFV has always intended to operate 
as a bona fide vineyard. Wine is now being 
made on the premises, and we will continue 
making more than 50 gallons of wine from 
fruit on the premises as long as such produc- 
tion is required to hold a winery license.” 

An attorney for Harbes submitted a no- 
contest plea to the SLA on August 19. But 
more charges may be filed. 

SLA spokesman William Crowley said, 
“Based on additional complaints and infor- 
- mation recently received by the authority, 
the SLA board on September 29 sent this 
matter back for further investigation and 
consideration of additional charges.”

Columbia Care Launches Cannabis 
Cultivation Operations at Van de Wetering 
Greenhouses in Jamesport

Columbia Care is set to begin cultivation and 
processing operations at its new facility at the Van 
de Wetering Greenhouses in Jamesport, just five 
months after entering into a $42 pie deal for the 
34-acre facility. 

One of the largest cultivators, manufacturers and 
providers of cannabis products in the country, Co- 
lumbia Care received approval from the New York 
State Department of Health last week to begin op- 
erations. The location at 5784 Sound Avenue, in the 
Town of Riverhead, will serve as one of the largest 
cultivation and production sites on the East Coast 
and will serve the increasing number of medical pa- 
tients with its first harvest planned for the fourth 
quarter this year. 

“As New York gears up for whole flower in the 
medical program and future adult-use sales, we will 
be ready with our scaled and vertically-integrated 
operations,” Nicholas Vita, the CEO of Columbia 
Care, said in a statement issued last week. 

“This is an incredible time for the state’s canna- 
bis program. Local leadership is taking swift action 
to create the foundation on which the program can 
grow to meet the needs of all New Yorkers in what 
will be one of the largest markets in the U.S.,” he 
continues. “These steps forward will help create a 
framework that encourages a more accessible legal 
market and a more equitable industry. We are grate- 
ful for the support we have received from our home 
state and look forward to contributing to the rollout 
of its new cannabis vision.” ; 

The facility is the first known marijuana-related 


& 


real estate buy on the East End since New York State 
legalized adult-use cannabis in March. Columbia 
Care announced the purchase of the property in 
April. 

On Wednesday, the company outlined the first 
phase of cultivation, which will involve 30,000 
square feet of canopy, kicking off “a perpetual har- 
vest cycle” later this year. Down the line, growers 
will utilize more of the 740,000 square feet of oper- 
ational greenhouse space and 200,000 square feet 
of incremental grow capacity, all to support a grow- 
ing medical market and the soon-to-come adult use 
program. 

The space at Van de Wetering Greenhouses will 
serve Columbia Care’s four existing medical dis- . 
pensaries across New York, as well as wholesale 
distribution to the New York metropolitan area. The 
Rochester facility has served more than 150,000 
medical patients since 2015. 

Columbia Care operates 130 facilities including 
99 dispensaries and 31 cultivation and manufactur- 


‘ing facilities, including those under development. 


There are plans to add four more medical dispen- 
saries in the state, three of which will be co-located 
with adult-use, pending regulatory approval, ac- 


‘cording to the company. 


This year, the company launched Cannabist, a 
new retail brand, creating a national dispensary — 
network that leverages proprietary technology 
platforms.

Despite efforts to step up seed- 
ing the bay with young scallops, and 
early signs of hope over the sum- 
mer, adult scallops appear headed 
toward a third straight annual mass 
die-off. 

“We are seeing high mortality of 
adult scallops at most of our moni+ 
toring sites throughout the Peconic 
Bays,” said Dr. Stephen Tettelbach, 
a shellfish ecologist with the Cornell 
Cooperative Extension’s Marine Pro- 
gram, who put the mortality rates 
of adult scallops at 64-99% as of 
mid-August. 

As Dan’s Papers has reported, fed- 
eral officials recently declared last year’s 
Peconic Bay scallop fishery collapse 
a disaster for the second time in two 
years. 


The New York State Department of 


_ Environmental Conservation blamed 
the die-offs on high summer water tem- 
peratures, low dissolved oxygen, physi- 
ological stress of adult scallop spawning 
and an outbreak of a coccidian parasite. 
Predation by cownose rays is also con- 
sidered to be a contributing factor, the 
agency said. 

Peconic Bay scallops and their high 
price point (sometimes $30 a pound) 
made scallops a staple of not only 
local cuisine, but of-the East End 


economy.

Pickens II Dies at 85

Esteemed Sag Harbor resident, activist and com- 
munity figure William “Bill” Pickens III died on 
Monday, September 27 following a heart attack two 
days earlier. It was his 85th birthday, and he passed 
peacefully, friends say. 

Always described as a true gentleman, and gentle 
man, known for dressing in elegant suits and hats, 
Pickens was a staunch advocate and spokesman for 
Sag Harbor’s Black community in the Sag Harbor 
Hills, Azurest and Ninevah Subdivisions (SANS) 
where he lived, and he did much work to preserve 
its character and history. 

The proud grandson of essayist William Pickens 
Sr., a child of freed slaves who went on to earn Phi 


Beta Kappa at Yale and be among the first organiz-. 


ers of the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP), Pickens III had advo- 
cacy and activism in his blood. 

Thanks to this lineage and his own good works, 
Pickens lived a blessed and colorful life, which al- 
lowed him to meet cultural icons, including Jackie 
Robinson, Lena Horne, President Bill Clinton, Sec- 


retary of State Colin Powell and Langston Hughes 


among other luminaries. 

Pickens grew up in Laurelton, Queens and visited 
Sag Harbor during the summer for decades before 
finally settling there full-time in 2004. 

He attended the University of Vermont where he 
became the first African American student to be 
elected president of the student body. He was also 
elected president of the Honor Society and presi- 
dent of the fraternity Tau Epsilon Phi. 

Pickens joined the Air Force as a Second Lieuten- 
ant in 1958, and later worked as an executive for 
Marine Midland Bank, Philip Morris and others 


- before launching his consulting firm, Bill Pickens 


Associates, in 1979. He also served on the board 
of multiple nonprofit organizations, was founding 
chair of the Paul Robeson Foundation and, follow- 
ing in his grandfather’s footsteps, was the Director 
of the Executive Committee of the NAACP.

Healthcare Heroes Benched — 


East End Hospital Workers Cut in COVID-19 Vaccine Mandate

More than two dozen workers at the East End’s 
three hospitals have been suspended or fired for failing 
to get the COVID-19 vaccine by the New York State- 
mandated deadline of September 27, officials said. 

That includes 14 staffers at Stony Brook Southamp- 
ton Hospital who were suspended for 30 days without 
pay unless they get their first shot or they’ll be fired. 
Ten workers at Eastern Long Island Hospital in Green- 
port were in the same boat. And Northwell Health 
terminated 1,400 workers — nearly the equivalent of 
firing all of Peconic Bay Medical Center (PBMC) in 
Riverhead — at its 23 hospitals across Long Island, 
New York City and Westchester, although the state’s 
largest healthcare group did not specify how many of 


its employees at PBMC specifically were let go. 

“Our staff is committed to the safety and well-being 
of our patients and community as we continue to pro- 
vide the highest level of medical care and offer all hos- 
pital services and programs,” Stony Brook University 
Hospital officials said in a statement. 

The mandate has prompted fears that staff short- 
ages could cause some hospitals to postpone elective 
surgeries or curtail services, although the impact did 
not appear as dramatic at the nearly two dozen hospi- 
tals across Nassau and Suffolk counties. The reprecus- 
sions may be felt more in other regions of upstate New 
York with lower vaccination rates, experts say. 

“Our greatest responsibility is to protect our most 
vulnerable, and ensuring that the healthcare workers 
who care for our loved ones are vaccinated is critical 


to keeping New Yorkers safe,” Gov. Kathy Hochul said 
in the days following the deadline. “I am grateful to 
the facilities, unions and healthcare workers who took 
important steps to prepare and protect New Yorkers, 
and we are working with facilities to ensure they re- 
main operational. We will continue to monitor devel- 
opments and work with stakeholders to troubleshoot 
any issues, and I stand ready to take additional action 
as needed.” 

Days before the deadline, Hochul said she was con- 
sidering employing the National Guard and out-of- 
state medical workers to fill staffing shortages, with 
16% of the state’s 450,000 hospital staff not fully vac- 
cinated at the time. Healthcare workers who are fired 
for refusing to get vaccinated will not be eligible for 
unemployment insurance unless they are able to pro- 
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vide a valid doctor-approved request for medical ac- 
commodation, Hochul’s office said. 

Several other states, including California, have im- 
posed similar measures. The inoculation push comes 
as President Joe Biden and other state and federal 
political leaders ratchet up pressure on unvaccinated 
Americans, some of whom object to mandates on reli- 
gious or health grounds. But a federal judge in Albany 
temporarily ordered New York State officials to allow 

‘religious exemptions for the state-imposed vaccine 
mandate on healthcare workers. 

Many large U.S. employers have announced vaccine 
mandates, including Walmart Inc., Google’s parent 
company Alphabet Inc. and the federal government. 
Legal experts have said requiring vaccines is one way 
an employer can meet its duty to reduce workplace haz- 
ards such as COVID-19. The cases against government 
employers generally allege that mandates violate the 
right to bodily integrity under the 14th Amendment of 
the Constitution. Cases against private employers tend 
to focus on violations of laws that bar mistreatment 
based on disabilities and religious beliefs. 

Nationally, more than 77% of adults have received 
at least one vaccine dose, according to data from the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Prevention. The 
country’s COVID death toll has surpassed 700,000, 
according to a Reuters tally. 


Mandates have proven to be effective in boosting 
vaccination rates in healthcare. Hochul on September 
30 said 92% of the state’s more than 625,000 health- 
care workers were inoculated, up from 73% on August 
16 when former Gov. Andrew Cuomo laid down the 
deadline for vaccinations. Then-Health Commis- 
sioner Howard Zucker said the mandate would “help 
close the vaccination gap” and reduce the spread of the 
highly contagious Delta variant. 

But a small number of employees have decided they 
would rather lose their jobs than get shots. U.S. Rep. 
Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), the congressman who repre- 
sents the East End and is the GOP frontrunner in the 
2022 gubernatorial race, rallied with healthcare work- 
ers in opposition to the mandate. 

“Our healthcare workers were nothing short of hero- 
ic the past 18 months,” Zeldin said. “Regardless of the 
uncertainty, lack of (personal protective equipment) 
and other essential resources at times, gruelingly long 
hours and pain, suffering and death around them, they 
rose to the challenge over and over again. They helped 
us navigate some of the pandemic’s darkest days and 
saved lives. We shouldn't be firing these essential 
workers. We should be thanking them for all they’ve 
done for our communities.” 

Northwell announced its vaccine mandate in Au- 
gust, weeks before the state requirement. The com- 
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pany’s mandate extended to both clinical and non- 
clinical workers. As with other healthcare companies 
that have recently terminated workers for not comply- 
ing with vaccine mandates, the fired employees rep- 
resent a small percentage — in Northwell’s case, 2% 
— of Northwell’s workforce of more than 76,000, all of 
whom are now inoculated. 

“Northwell has taken a rapid, aggressive approach to 
move successfully toward full vaccination compliance 
while maintaining continuity of care and ensuring 
that our high standard of patient safety is not compro- 
mised in any way,” Northwell said in a statement. “We 
thank the vast majority of our employees who did the 
right thing and got vaccinated. Northwell believes that 
having a fully vaccinated workforce is an important 
measure in our duty to protect the health and safety of 
our staff, our patients and the communities we serve. 

“Northwell regrets losing any employee under such 
circumstances, but as healthcare professionals and 
members of the largest healthcare provider in the state, 
we understand our unique responsibility to protect the 
health of our patients and each other,” the statement 
continued. “We owe it to our staff, our patients and the 
communities we serve to be 100% vaccinated against 
COVID-19.”

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World Pie, a 
Bridgehampton 
Mainstay, Closes 
as Building Sells

fter 22 years, the Bridgehampton institution 

World Pie abruptly closed its doors for good af- 

ter the last pour on Sunday night. Loyal customers 

were shocked by word that the restaurant and Main 

Street building were sold. The off-market deal closed 
_on Monday. 

“It’s true,” says restaurateur Michael Mannino by 
phone on Tuesday evening when asked about the 
sale. “It’s bittersweet for me. We’ve had a 22-year 
run — it’s been a fantastic ride,” he says. “I’ve met a 
lot of great people, met a lot of great customers, got 
to work with a lot of great people. 

“It was just time to move on,” he says. “It’s time to 
do something different.” 

Paul Brennan and Martha Gundersen of Doug- 
las Elliman Real Estate presented Mannino and 
his father, Philip Mannino, with the deal, which 
included the sale of the building and its contents, 
and represented both sides. Mannino declined to 
disclose the sale price. 

While Mannino would not discuss the buyer, he 
says another restaurant will replace World Pie. 
Brennan says, “Apparently, it’s going to be a high- 
end Italian restaurant,” but the lease is not signed 
yet. 

“Michael had been looking to get out for quite 
a while,” says Brennan. “The guy who bought it 
has a house in Bridgehampton and does a lot of 
commercial stuff. He had some extra money from 
a major sale he made down South and decided he 
wanted to invest in Bridgehampton.” 

The building at 2402 Montauk Highway was 
never officially been on the market, according to 
Mannino, though records show the asking price 
was $12 million in 2019. 

Philip Mannino, who owned O’Malley’s in East 
Hampton for more than 25 years, bought the 
building in 1968, though the building dates to 
1894, according to Brennan. 

“I used to put my nose up against the plate 
glass window and say, ‘When can I get in there?” 
Brennnan remembers of when it was more of “a 
honkey tonk” establishment called Phil’s when he 
was a teen. Before that, it was Crapser’s, a restau- 
rant his parents took him to and he still recalls how 
the owner, Bill Crapster, a World War II veteran 
from Wainscott, had a large photograph of a sub-

“I was mesmerized by that picture,” he says. 

After Phil's, it became Bobby Van’s. “That’s when 
Bridgehampton really got noticed. All those lit- 
erary guys used to be in there,” Brennan 
says, referring to Truman Capote, James 
Jones and John Knowles. Bobby Van’s 
later moved across the street to its 
present location. 

World Pie, known for its wood- 
fired, thin-crust pizza, fresh salads 
and pasta, opened in 1999. 

“We've always had inquiries,” he ex- 


plains. “People have asked about it for 
years. . . everything is for sale at the right 
price.” 


The 2019 listing said the 140-seat restaurant with

demic began, Mannino says. 

World Pie was also renovated after a fire at the 
start of Memorial Day weekend in 2015, which 
shuttered the restaurant it for much of the sum- 
mer season. A chimney fire in 2018 it only 
caused minor damage to the roof. 

World Pie was one of the few restaurants to con- 
sistently stay open late (midnight). 

The restaurant has two dining rooms and a sea- 
sonal outdoor patio. In addition to the commer- 
cial kitchen, there is additional prep space in the 
back. The building currently total 3,880 square 
feet. 

On the second floor, there is a two-bedroom, 
two-bath apartment that has also been renovated 
recently. In the listing from 2019, it said that the 

“town is open to a 3,600-square-foot, two- 
story expansion in the rear for retail and/ 
or office units.” 

“Twenty-two years kind of goes quick 
— it’s a little scary,’ Mannino says. 

Asked if the sale of the building 
marks the an end of an era in Bridge- 
hampton, Brennan says, “The family

I think Phil was such an institution in that

The Long and Short of HIFF Films from East End Filmmakers 


“THE ART OF MAKING IT”

elcey Edwards curates art on the 

East End. And makes films. Her 
latest, The Art of Making It, is getting 
its world premiere at the 29th annual 
Hamptons International Film Festival 
this Sunday. 

Edwards, who also made the doc 
Wonder Women! The Untold Story 
of American Super Heroines in 2012, 
follows a group of upcoming artists to 
see how they might break into the art 
world. It’s a tough business. Then CO- 
VID happened. 

“When we began filming in 2019, 
little did we know our film would lit- 
erally capture the final months of the 
art world as we knew it,” Edwards re- 

* veals. “Completing our final interview 
in 2021, our film captures the rethink- 
ing of the art world’s most entrenched 
systems in real-time.” 

Edwards holds an MFA from Stan- 
ford in documentary filmmaking. But 
Making It questions the value of de- 
grees, gallery representation and how 
new artists can establish themselves 
post-pandemic. 

“I began to wonder how the new 
artists were navigating this upended 
art world,” she says. “They depend 


on their own fortitude, the whims of 
an unregulated market, and support 
from institutions with a history of 
barriers to entry based on race, gen- 
der and socio-economic class.” 

The artists highlighted in the film, 
several of whom are New Yorkers, in- 
clude Felipe Baeza, Andrea Bowers, 
Lisa Corinne Davis, Sebastian Erra- 
zuriz and professor Charles Gaines. 
Edwards, who founded her first gal- 
lery at the age of 25 in Austin, TX,

now lives year-round in Quogue and 
founded Iron Gate East to produce art 
shows throughout the Hamptons. 
“Even as a child I understood artists 
to be extraordinary visionaries who 
at once could mirror our culture and 
challenge it,” she says. If you’ve often 
wondered, “Where are the new artists 
coming from?” look no further.

is year’s Hamptons International 
Film Festival adds to its long tradi- 
tion of poster art with a masterful and 
incredibly timely image by an artist 
who is as much a part of the festival’s 
fabric as the posters themselves. HIFF’s 
founding chair, Toni Ross, was the clear 
choice to create the poster for the festi- 
val’s 30th anniversary in 2022, but her 
recent woven piece, “Finding Beauty in 
a Dark Place,” could not be denied, and 
it couldn’t wait until next year. 

Measuring 18 feet across by 8 feet 
tall, Ross’s monumental and color- 
ful work connects 52 woven panels 
of wool, cotton, linen and silk into a 
loosely arranged image of the United 
States, with each panel charting the 
course of COVID-19 in the state it 
represents (along with Puerto Rico 
and Washington D.C.). The result is a 
breathtakingly powerful picture of this 
country during a time of crisis, and it 
spoke so strongly to HIFF executive di- 
rector Anne Chaisson, she knew it had 
to be this year’s poster. 

Both Ross and Chaisson recall well 
the story of how “Finding Beauty” 
found its way into the HIFF poster 
pantheon. The executive director was 
visiting Ross’s studio for an unrelated 


matter and could not keep her eyes off 
the piece, which hung unfinished be- 
hind the artist as they spoke. 

“I couldn’t believe what I was look- 
ing at,” Chaisson says, noting that Ross 
grew frustrated that her friend wasn’t 
listening, but she was transfixed by 
what she could already tell was a U.S. 
map comprising the COVID charts 
everyone had grown so accustomed 
to seeing. “I was just so struck by how 
large it was,” Chaisson adds. “I was just 
blown away.” 

She congratulated Ross on ‘the al- 
ready magnificent work of art, left 
to drive back to New York City and 
found herself ruminating on the piece 
throughout the long ride home. Though 
she stuffed the idea at first, Chaisson 
realized during her drive that Ross’s 
artwork would make a great poster for 
the film festival. The thought was still 
nagging at her two weeks later. 

“IT could not stop thinking about it,” 
Chaisson says, explaining how she fi- 
nally ended up asking Ross for an im- 
age of “Finding Beauty” so she could 
present it to the HIFF board. “It just 
felt like the absolute perfect piece for 
this year’s poster,” she says, pointing 
out her desire to acknowledge the pan- 
demic while still celebrating the festi- 
val’s return to in-person screenings in

2021, after being forced to use drive-in 
and virtual solutions last fall. 

Ross never conceived of “Finding 
Beauty” as poster art. “It was not even 
a remote idea in my mind. I really 
made this piece in the throes of quar- 
antine and the months after quaran- 
tine when we were essentially still in 
lockdown,” she says, later describing 
her creative process, which began with 
single-graph panels and then evolved 
into comparing graphs of two differ- 
ent countries before she finally landed 
on weaving each state and arranging 
them together. 

Starting with Maine in June of 2020 
and working west, the project took 
Ross 10 to 11 months to complete, and 
numbers changed along the way. “It’s 
a document of time, too,” she says, ex- 


Pee z plaining how the rates of infection rose, 


fell and spiked again in various places 
as she progressed, but her connection 
to the pandemic and its magnitude 
only grew deeper and more visceral. 
“Just the methodical and meditative 
nature of weaving was really powerful 
for me,” the artist adds. “And also the 
nature of a loom, which is very orga- 
nized. It was kind of reassuring ...” 
Ross admits that she initially strug- 
gled to envision “Finding Beauty” as 
a poster, but she came around to the 
idea. “I was deeply honored that they 
would select me as the artist for this 
year,” she says, noting that she was 
especially moved by Chaisson’s admi- 
ration for the piece. HIFF has always 
chosen the poster artist first, and then 


had them select an existing image or 
create something new, so it was quite 
a compliment to be asked based on the 
power of one particular piece of art. 
In her role as chair of the festival, 
Ross initiated the poster art program 
starting with Eric Fisch] in 1993, 
HIFF’s first year. Keeping within the 
guidelines she helped create — artists 
must be internationally known and 
have ties to the Hamptons — Ross 
continued choosing the poster artists 
for five years, until she stepped down 
as chair. HIFF board member and 
New Line Cinema co-founder Michael 
Lynne, who was a major modern art 


collector, took over for Ross, seeking - 


out artists to represent the festival 
each year until his death in 2019. 
Today, Chaisson leads the way, 
though she works closely -with the 
HIFF board, and she couldn’t be more 


pleased to add Ross to a list of artists - 


that includes icons such as Fischl, 
Cindy Sherman, David Salle, Bar- 
bara Kruger, Ross Bleckner, Donald 
Sultan, Julian Schnabel, Lee Krasner 
(posthumous) and many others. “I’m 
just so in love with this piece and ev- 
erything it represents,” Chaisson says. 

To truly experience the power of 
Ross’s “Finding Beauty in a Dark 
Place,” go see it in-person at The Wa-

Our Amazing History: John Steinbeck

i the late 1950s 
and 1960s, many great 
American writers such as 
Edward Albee, James Jones, 
Truman Capote, Joe Heller, 
and Irwin Shaw took up resi- 
dence in the Hamptons to live and 
work in quiet settings not too far from 
the hustle and bustle of Manhattan. 

John Steinbeck was among them. He 
chose Sag Harbor because it reminded 
him of Salinas and Monterey, fisher- 
men’s towns on the Northern California 
coast that had been the subject of some 
of his greatest work — The Grapes of 
Wrath, Tortilla Flat and Of Mice and 
Men — about the Depression and its 
disastrous effect on working-class 
families. 

Steinbeck bought a small house 
overlooking the peaceful waters of Sag 
Harbor Cove and on the property built 
a small, 100-square-foot hexagonal 
studio where, beginning in 1955, he 
could go to every morning to write un- 
disturbed. 

He'd spend the afternoons in town, 


out on his boat fishing or enjoy- 
ing what was then a down- 
at-the-heels former whaling 
town, now a working-man’s 
community where the men 
carried lunchpails to work 
every morning, ate when 
the noon whistle sounded and 
punched out at 5 p.m. to end the 
day at the Black Buoy or Sandbar, two 
local bars in town. Evenings, Steinbeck 
would be at home with his wife Elaine 
and his dog Charley. 

Steinbeck was 53 years old when he 
got here. His greatest works seemed 
behind him. Recent books had not been 
received well. But.a lot happened for 
him between his arrival here and his 
passing 13 years later. 

In 1961, he wrote The Winter of Our 
Discontent, a novel about a formerly 
rich family and its efforts to get ahead 
in a fictional town resembling Sag Har- 
bor. Then he wrote Travels with Char- 
ley: In Search of America. 

This book was particularly well re- 
ceived. He'd thought that perhaps in 
recent years he had lost touch with 
the ordinary man of this newer gen- 


®) 


eration, and so he got a 
camper, hopped aboard 
and went off on a 10,000- 
mile sojourn to meet the 
residents of small towns 
from Maine to California 
accompanied only by his 
dog Charley. 

He wrote notes about 
everything he saw and 
everybody he met. He also wrote lov- 
ing letters to his wife back home — no 
mention of this in the book — and after 
nearly three months returned to write 
this book in his studio. Published in 
1962, it brought him more success and 
a new generation of readers. 

The same year, 1962, he was awarded 
the Nobel Prize in Literature, the high- 
est honor a writer can receive. 

Mostly, during those years he wanted 
just to enjoy family and friends in a qui- 
et manner, but then, in 1964, he allowed 
himself to be the centerpiece for the an- 
nual Old Whalers Festival, riding in the 
back of the lead convertible during the 
parade that kicked off that event. (It is 
now called HarborFest.) 

Since his passing at age 66, Sag

Harbor has remained a 
beautiful small town de- 
spite all the celebrity and 
world-class resort stuff 
that’s gone on around it. 

Interestingly, recently 
released letters sent to 
his wife during his Trav- 
els with Charley sojourn 
show him lovingly asking 
if she could send him this 
and that and indicating 
she could send stuff to a 
particular well-run hotel where he was 
taking a break from just sleeping in 
the back of his camper, something he'd 
never written about doing in the book. 
He was, after all, at that time, a man in 
his 60s. 

Two years ago, Sag Harbor created a 
park west of Long Wharf where none 
had existed before. It’s been named the 
John Steinbeck Waterfront Park. 

This year, his modest waterfront 
home with the little hexagonal studio 
was put up for sale by his descendants 
for about $17 million. It’s on 1.8 acres, 
has 586 feet of waterfront, a swimming 
pool and cottage. One hopes that the 
property is preserved by local authori- 
ties for scholars and visitors as is the 
Pollock-Krasner house in Springs.

the next day solid and nobody notices it’s just one suit.” 


ames Metzger has gone from being a high school and 
college sports star, to a luminary in the business world, 
and he did it with the help of style. Chairman and CEO 
of The Whitmore Agency, Ltd., a prominent Long Island 


insurance brokerage and __ financial 
services firm that he launched over 
thirty years ago, he still dresses each day 
as if he is going on a job interview. 

“I went from a lacrosse uniform to a 
business uniform; it was competition, 
but a different arena,” says Mr. Metzger. 
“My thrust was in sales and marketing, 
so image and projection were very 
important, and clothes were a vehicle to 
make me more successful.” 

It’s easy to draw attention by being 
flashy, but Mr. Metzger has made 
an art of standing out while dressed 
conservatively. “I’m not good with a 
hammer and nails and I’m not handy 
around the house, but this is my passion,” 
he says. “The truth is the vast majority of 
men don’t dress very well.” 

People ask him to help them up their 
game, and he advises that someone 
looking to shine start with the basics, 
like a gray or blue suit, add a white or 
blue shirt, a great tie and lace-up shoes. 
“Tf you show up in a crisp shirt and well 
tailored slacks with a crease, it makes 
a great impression,” he advises. “And I 
would never wear loafers with a suit.” 

Though he favors Ralph Lauren, 
Burberry and other high end labels, Mr. 
Metzger feels that fit is key, and if you 
have a good eye, you can find stylish 
clothing in surprising places. “If an $800 
suit is well tailored, it can look better 
than a $5,000 suit that doesn’t really 
fit,’ he points out. Once he purchased 
a Burberry raincoat for $1,000 and 
popped in to Brooks Brothers right after. 
His regular sales person pointed out a 
nice raincoat he had on sale for $300 
and suggested he get that one instead. 
“Tt was a nice coat, so I bought that one 
too and said to him, ‘I will carry my 
Burberry on days when it threatens rain, 
so people can see I have that, but when it 
really rains I will wear yours.” He also 
has a suit that he bought at J. Crew. “It 
was $700 but people think I am wearing 
Armani,”he says. 


Mr. Metzger has traveling down to a science bringing a single 
suit and alternate slacks. “One day I will wear a bold striped shirt,

business in casual clothing, a statement can still be made. He was 
originally inspired by a mentor, Richard Ferrucci, who looked 
elegant even in a relaxed setting. “I have made a study of sales 
and marketing and it’s just as important how you dress casually 


as in the boardroom. A dark shirt with 
khaki or white slacks, and Gucci loafers 
works well.” 

Accessories are key to a man’s 
appearance, and nothing is more of a 
statement than a watch, so no surprise, 
he collects them. “They are props and 
extraordinarily valuable in terms of 
projection and image, he explains. “I 
put crocodile bands on Daytonas, which 
purists don’t like, and I sometimes even 
use rubber bands. I can put an orange 
band with an orange second hand -it’s a 
hobby and I have fun with it.” 

Of course part of looking dapper 
is staying in shape, and Mr. Metzger 
weighs himself on a hospital scale daily, 
and now plans to do TV commercials, 
so is particularly conscientious. At one 
point, when he put on a few pounds he 
decided to make a list of the foods he 
ate and divided them into two columns, 
those that he would keep on eating and 
those he would sacrifice. “I tore the page 
in half and lit the 

bad half on fire,” he recalls. 

He is not quite as disciplined about 
weeding out items he no longer wears 
- though he gives away money freely to 
worthy causes and has been honored for 
his contributions, he has trouble parting 
with his sartorial treasures. “At one 
point I had an apartment with 5 armoires 
and there wasn’t even room for a bed,” he 
laughs.

BS oseph Realmuto began his culi- 
nary career at the Culinary Insti- 
tute of America.

Show just got a major upgrade. Like a 
one-two punch of positivity, OF VS an- 
nounced the introduction of the OF VS 
Crew early in September and the open- 
ing of its new studio in Bridgehampton 
later that same month. 

The OFVS Crew is a brand new pre- 
professional training company that 
gives students ages 6 and up the op- 
portunity to train year-round in the 
performing arts. Based on the model 
of Speaking in Taps — a similar pre- 
professional tap company led by Aar- 
on Tolson, tap teacher and mentor to 
OFVS co-founder Anita Boyer — the 
OFVS Crew is a more easygoing and 
uplifting affair than the strict and in- 
tense competitive training that many 
associate with programs for promis- 
ing young performers. Crew members 
have an endless amount of freedom 
and can miss a class without pen- 
alty, miss several classes and catch up 
through video guides and private les- 
sons or attend every practice but opt 
out of all staged performances. 

“The onus is really on the individual 
members to know their stuff,” Boyer 
says, noting that the eager go-getters 
who know the routines well are the 
ones selected for performances. “It’s 
a different system to accommodate 
busy schedules and different levels of 
what people might want to participate 
in. ... What a unique opportunity it is 
for young people to have a pre-profes- 
sional opportunity to train without 
the pressure of a typical kind of com-

petition team.” 
Established in the mold of OFVS’s 


mission “to provide innovative, ac-— 


cessible performing arts experiences 
to bridge the arts opportunity gap,” 
the OFVS Crew is both affordable and 
accessible to all young students who 
are passionate about taking their act- 
ing and dance training to the next level.

and be able to offer any and all kinds

“We're willing to shift and change 
with the needs of the community and 
what they're into,” Klimiuk explains, 
adding that she and Boyer are even 
considering an introduction to drag 
master class. “We’ve always wanted 
to do a ‘find your inner diva’ with 
Danny Ximo and Robert (Kohnken 
aka) ‘Naomi, the crown jewel of the 
Hamptons.” 

After a year that saw virtual per- 
formances substitute more personal 
experiences, OFVS’s introduction of 
the OFVS Crew and new studio are 
especially welcome and promise a 
great deal of growth and engagement 
among the East End’s young (and old) 
performers. 

“It just feels like such a gift after 
everything that we’ve been through 
to know and to let the kids know that 
we're there for them no matter what, 
they’re there for each other no matter 
what,” Boyer says.

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Celebrating and Recognizing the Resilience of 
Indigenous People on Indigenous Peoples’ Day

nm honor of Indigenous 

Peoples’ Day, Dan's 
Papers is introducing a 
new bi-weekly column, 
Shinnecock Voices, in 
which citizens of the 
Shinnecock Nation — 
will share the stories 
of their people, discuss 
the projects and campaigns they're ef- 
forting, and allow readers an inside 
view into their incredible community, 
which has inhabited the Hamptons long 
before the villages we know existed. 

On June 15, 2020, the New York State 
Bill S8553 became active. The purpose 
of the bill is to replace Columbus Day 
with Indigenous Peoples’ Day (IPD). 
This bill still sits in the hands of the 
committee. Although New York has not 
officially recognized IPD, Indigenous 
people in New York will always celebrate 
and recognize who we are. 

New York, Woodstock, Akron, New- 
stead, Ithaca, Rhinebeck, Rochester 
and Triangle recognize IPD. Locally, 
Southampton students asked the board 
to remove the name Christopher Colum- 
bus from the Holiday Calendar in 2016. 
Southampton Union Free School Dis- 
trict Board of Education voted to change 
Christopher Columbus Day to “Indige- 
nous Peoples’ Day/Italian Heritage Day” 
on October 14 of 2019. a 

As a direct descendant of the first in- 
ternational leaders and signatories who 
were the original inhabitants of the New 
York shores, it is my inherent obligation 
to continue the legacy of my family and 
nation. The co-founder of the Indigenous 
People’s Day New York City celebration 
on Randall's Island, Cliff Matias, asked 
me a few years back to be a part of the 
organizing committee to help celebrate 
and recognize Indigenous People’s Day. 

My first mission was to petition NYC 
Mayor Bill De Blasio and all 51 Council 
Members to #RecognizeIndigenous-

PeoplesDayNYC. Despite not 
being able to gather last year, 
we, the IPDNYC commit- 
tee, worked with the Long 
Island Progressive Coalition 
to facilitate a virtual direct 
action to call the mayor's 
office. 

NY State has a bill sit- 
ting quietly, meanwhile 
NYC is home to the largest 

population of Indigenous people among 
metropolitan areas, and Southampton 
Township is located on the homelands 
of the Shinnecock who are still living in 
their ancestral homelands. Yet, all three 
jurisdictions have not recognized IPD. 

This year we will have the annual IPD- 
NYC celebration on Randall's Island free 
to the public. For 24 hours, Indigenous 
leaders, elders, medicine people, cul- 
tural performers and supporters from 
across North America — or Turtle Island 
as many Native Americans and activists 
call it — joined by First peoples from 
the Caribbean, Polynesian Islands and 
South America will once again convene 
to share their traditions through song, 
dance, art and prayer. On October 10 
at 11 a.m. the celebration will start with 
performances, music, vendors, food, 
spoken word, Indigenous activists and 
leaders, artists and an evening concert. 

Shinnecock Tribal citizen Sunshine 
Gumbs will host a Red Dress special in 
honor of our missing and murdered In- 
digenous women, girls and two-spirits. 
This special is to share the medicine of 
the dance in honor of all those who have 
passed on, the relatives standing on 
the frontlines and the protection of our 
Mother Earth. Shinnecock Tribal citi- 
zens Andrina Smith, Charles Cause and 
Dyashwa Sylvester, Tribal Chairman 
Bryan Polite and the Young Blood Sing- 
ers are in the lineup for IPDNYC. 

For the October'11 IPDNYC celebra- 
tion, local tribes will come together for a 
sunrise tobacco and water ceremony led 
by local Indigenous medicine people and 
cultural bearers. Citizens from the local 
tribes — Ramapough Lenape Nation, 
Nanticoke Lenape, Mattinecock, Se- 
talcott, Unkechaug Nation, Shinnecock 
Nation and Montauk people — will all 
be represented and speaking during the 
IPDNYC celebration. 

For Indigenous peoples who speak up 
and take action to get their local areas to 
recognize IPD, it’s a painfully long pro- 
cess that unfortunately becomes an ar- 
gument over the genocide of Indigenous 


people. 


Indigenous peoples all . throughout 
Turtle Island (North America) for centu- 
ries had to live in their own homelands 
where Christopher Columbus has been 
venerated with stories of his traversing 
the Atlantic and “discovering” the “New 
World.” When the truth is: He enslaved, 
punished, tortured, raped and slaugh- 


tered Indigenous peoples who failed to ° 


meet his expected service. The insidious 
and historical trauma that this causes to 
Indigenous peoples in their own home- 
lands serves as a form of oppression. 

The recognition of IPD is more than 
just celebrating a culture, it is the start 
of truth and reconciliation. It’s strength- 
ening Tribal government to non-tribal 
government relationships. It contributes 
greatly to the healing of America’s Indig- 
enous community, and it would honor 
this community’s resilience, strength 
and ongoing contributions to American 
culture and history. 

The local tribes on Long Island dur- 
ing IPD weekend will be hosting events 
to celebrate the beauty of their commu- 
nities and creating an opportunity to 
support Indigenous artisans, entrepre- 
neurs and community workers. On Sat- 
urday, October 9, 10 a.m.—6 p.m., on the 
Shinnecock Territory, Raindrop’s Cafe 
hosts a free event, open to the public. 
Very talented Shinnecock artist Durrell 
Nhale Rell Hunter will be joining and 
showcasing many of his paintings. The 
Poospatuck Cultural Committee will be 
hosting the Unkechaug Nation’s Native 
Pop-Up shop on the Poospatuck Pow- 
wow Grounds on Saturday, October 9, 10 
a.m.—4 p.m.

Celebrating Hamptons Celebrities: 
Maria Bartiromo

Mv Bartiromo now lives a 
short distance from where she 
was married in 1999 to her long-time 
beau, financier Jonathan Steinberg, 
in the Village of Quogue. Bartiromo, 


who hosts her daily morning show 


on Fox Business News and two Fox 
weekly shows (Sunday Morning Fu- 
tures and Maria Bartiromo’s Wall 
Street), starts her day at 3:30 a.m., 
usually falling asleep by 8:30 p.m. If 
she attends an evening social event or 
travels, it requires some special plan- 
ning. 

Her Hamptons break is bike-riding 
or a four-mile beach walk. Bartiromo 
occasionally enjoys a good margarita 
with a quality tequila. 

A graduate of NYU with a major 
in journalism, her first two years of 
college were at C.W. Post/LIU. She re- 
calls how members of Post’s econom- 
ics faculty were a major influence on 
her career, encouraging her to pursue 
economics, finance and business. 

Starting out as an intern production 
assistant at CNN Business in 1989, 
Bartiromo has had a front row seat 
participating in the evolution of cable 
television business news. “When I got 
there, I learned how to cover a story 
as it was actually happening. CNN 


was wall-to-wall coverage breaking 
all of the rules ... not waiting to report 
at 6:30 p.m. This experience served 
me very well when I became the first 
reporter (for CNBC) to broadcast 
from the floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange in 1993. I was able to cover 
the stock market as it was moving. 
I’m proud to be a major participant in 
cable news. It has taken market share 
from the ‘major broadcasts.” 

After 10 years as a reporter/anchor 
at CNBC. Bartiromo signed on with 
Fox Business News in 2013. “One of 
the reasons I left CNBC for Fox Net- 
work (now celebrating its 25th year) 
was how the winds were changing ... 
viewers didn’t want knee-jerk reac- 
tions constantly focused on what the 
stock market would do. CEOs would 
tell me, ‘We don’t want short-term 
thinking, we want long-term think- 
ing. CNBC wanted to stay focused 


on the trading desk, more numbers, . 


more data. Fox Business tries to help 
individuals and families long-term, 
with financial information on all 
of their lives — whether it is buying 
a home, mortgages, cars, anything 
economic affecting a broad mass of 
people.” 

After interviewing many leading 
CEOs and U.S. presidents, Barti- 
romo remains surprised how rock

star Prince (at the height of his ca- 
reer) showed up at the CNBC studios 
in New Jersey and sat with her for a 
guest appearance. 

What characteristics irk Bartiromo 
when she’s interviewing a guest? 
“When a CEO tries to avoid answer- 
ing a question. My audience is very 
smart, and they know when my guest 
is trying to evade a question, just 
sticking to their talking points. I am 
determined. If you do not answer 
a question, I will ask it again and 


again.” 

The many publications she regular- 
ly reviews like The Wall Street Jour- 
nal, Financial Times, The New York 
Times, Fortune — and Dan’s Papers 
— are all read online, no hard copies. 
The current book she’s reading is The 
Hundred-Year Marathon: China’s Se- 
cret Strategy to Replace America as 
the Global Superpower by Michael 
Pillsbury. ; 

Bartiromo worked in her family’s 


business, the popular Rex Manor in 


the Borough Park section of Brook- 
lyn, while growing up. “When I was 
the coat check girl, I learned how to 
deal with people, care for their be- 
longings, be pleasant at all times ... 
I am grateful because it taught me 
so much to be in a service business. 
I would recommend. it to any young 
person as part of their education. I 
still think about how I watched my 
father with his head bandana, cook- 
ing over a hot stove all day at our 
restaurant under pressure to prepare 
dinners. My parents instilled in me 
their work ethic: If you want to have 
your own money, you have to work for 
it. Young people learning the value of 
a dollar does not happen at school, it 
starts at home.”
